Any job, even dusting, can be fun 
when you have the proper tools. Soft 
lintless cloths of cotton, knitted silk 
or raypn,can be used, and they will 
be easily available if you keep them 
in a bag after goinz through the 
laundty, Keep them well laundered, 
and you'll enjoy picking them up 
for the work at hand. 


Save crawling around dusting the 
intricately carved legs of furniture 
by using a round dusting-brush 
nozzle, one of the attachments 
which comes with the electric clean- 
er. Another idea, in case you don't 
have the attachment, is to use a soft 
paint brush, kept-especially for dust- 
ing purposes. 

Painted furniture should be dusted 
with a soft untreated cloth. Waxed 
or varnished surfaces should have 
treated cloths which cut down on 
the dust by -making it difficult ta 
adhere to the furnishing. Buy them 
or make them as follows: 

Use soft cotton, knitted silk or 
rayon cloths and trim with pinking 
shears to prevent ravelling; or, fin- 
ish with narrow hems. 


Pour two tablespoons of furniture 
polish or liquid wax into a one-quart 
jar and turn the jar to coat the in- 
side completely. Pour out excess to 
prevent getting it on the cloths. 
Place two or three dust cloths in the | 
jar and allow to stand for a day or 
two so the cloths absorb the liquid 
evenly. 

These cloths may be washed in 
warm suds when they become 
soiled, then dried and treated again 
in the same way fcr use again. 


Here are Tirs 
For Polishing 


Unless furniture surfaces are free 
from grit, more damage than good 
can be done with polishing. Dust 
before polishing. Dusting and polish- 
ing cloths should be immaculate, 

Remember that it’s much better 
to apply several thin coats of polish 
than one thick coat, A single thick 
coat of polishing without the proper 


cubbing will frequently give a sticky 
tinish that lacks luster and also 
aides the grain of the wood which 
| makes furniture beautiful. 

Use polish sparingly and then 
apply over the entire surface. Let 
stand 15 to 20 minutes to absorb, 
then remove any excess with a 
zlean, soft cloth. Now, polish, with 
the grain of the wood, using a soft 
woolen cloth. 

Varnished wood furniture may be 
oolished with’ a good quality, non- 
dily polish or liquid wax. 


If desired, use a furniture polish- 
ing mixture which cleans and 


f polishes at the same time. This is 


made by mixing one cup of turpen- 
tine with one cup of boiled linseed 
oil and one teaspoon cf vinegar. 


Special cleaning of furniture in 
which varnished wood is involved 
is made easier with this solution: 
Mix thoroughly three tablespoons of 
lemon oil or boiled linseed 
(which has been cooled) with one 
tablespoon turpentine and one quart 
of boiling hot water. Into this solu- 
tion put a soft cloth and wring out 
quite dry. Wash a small area at a 
time and polish by rubbing with the 
grain of the wood. Dry with another 
clean soft cloth. Repeat until entire 
surface has been cleaned. 


Discard the washing solution for 
the above when it becomes soiled.

To give the furniture a complete 
face-lifting follow these major 
steps: 

Prepare the working . area by 
clearing out the basement or gar- 
age, and thén lining the floors with 
several layers of newspapers. As a 
protection against fire, it’s a good

Pour some varnish remover ihto 
an open-mouthed can and apply an 
even coating over the surface of the 
artiele to be refinished, using a 
brush. .

Then take 
a piece of cheesecloth folded into a 
pad and wipe gently moving with 
the grain. If the grain of the wood 
is open, @ wood filer should be 
used. 

Seal the stained surface with a 
wash coat of shellac. Wnen shellac 
is dry, thoroughly dry rub with 6/0 
sandpaper. Remove any fine par- 
ticles of filler that might be on the 
surface.

PLANNING to surprise the family with a new 
television set for Christmas? 


It will givethem many evenings of real pleasure 
—if you don’t get gypped. 


Most television dealers and service contractors 
are honest. Nevertheless, the selling and servicing 
of television sets has become one of the biggest 
rackets in American business today. 


The Better Business Bureau of New York City, 
for instance, reports that of all the complaints 
it has received during the past six months from 
consumers, covering the whole range of business, 
25 per cent relate to television. 


The situation has become so bad in _ fact, 
that the New York City Council this fall had 
under consideration an ordinance to license tele- 
vision technicians, service contractors and service 
dealers. The proposed ordiance said: 


“The business of selling service contracts and 
‘servicing television apparatus has become the 
subject of great abuse, with the result that the 
public has been and is being victimized by irre- 
sponsible sale methods, unethical and financially 
unstable service organizaticns, and inferior in- 
stallation, maintenance and repairs.’’ 


The biggest headache for the television set 
owner is the problem of proper service. Sometimes 
faulty service is the result of deliberate racketeer- 
ing—more often it results from an unexpected 
rush of business. 


Most dealers “farm out” their service con- 
tracts to electrical repair concerns. There’s the 
case of one small contractor who suddenly found 
that he’s accepted so many of those contracts 
that he was repsonsible for servicing 10,000 TV 
sets—and had no organization to do it. 


He had no financial reserves—he’d spent the 
sudden windfall that came to him on a $70,900 
house, two cars, a yacht, a mink coat for his 
wife and jewelry. He declared himself bankrupt 
and 10,000 set owners were left high and dry. 


Lack of parts is another serious problem. 
Some service contractors said they had to ao 
into the black market to obtain them, though 
most manufacturers guarantee their sets against 
defective parts. 


Im some cases, service contractors have stripned 
one set to fix another and thus “keep tiv loudest 
complainer happy.” 


Often the cealer who sells a set is slow in 
forwarding the price of the service insurance to 
the service organization, which may result in 
bankruptcy for the service contractor, who’s forced 
to make repairs before he’s been paid. 


There’s the case of a Boston man who come

plained to the dealer who sold him the set that 
the image “shimmied.” The dealer had sold the 


$50 service policy to a repair shop for $30. 


The customer called the repair shop. It was 
swamped with orders, so nothing happened for 
a week. After the customer tsltenhoned repeatedly, 
a youth finally showed up, fiddled with the set 
and announced that four tubes would have to be 
replaced. The new ones were installed and cus- 
tomer had to pay for them, even thougn the policy 


covered such replacements without cost. The 
image still quivered. 
The owner protested again. Two weeks later 


his set was taken to the repair shop, and kept 


there a month. Finally, the -serviceman went 
bankrupt. The owner thought he was lucky to 
get his set back+even with its shimmy. 


Sharp sales ‘methods, too, await those who are 
on the lookout for “bargains.” 


Unless you're wary, for instance, you might 
fall for a “pick-up” set in some out of the way 
shop. {t looks wonderful and performs well in 
the shop.
